In all it was estimated that abou 
100,000. men were idle in the tri- 
state area—Pennsylvania, Ohio and 
West Virginia—around Pittsburgh 
as a result of strikes in the region. 

The Indiana rioting occurred at 
Oakland City, where “raiding par- 
ties” of striking miners visited homes 
of men employed in the Somerville 
and Francisco mines, demanding that 
the nonunion men leave town. 

Wherever resistance was encoun- 
tered, windows were smashed and the 
victims were dragged from their 
homes and beaten. About 30 per- 
sons left town as a result of the raids. 

At Weirton, W. Va., more than 
13,000 men were on strike in three 
plants of the Weirton Steel Company 
and the huge mills were closed for 
the first time in 20 years as a re- 
sult of labor troubles. 

Started by Fifty. 

The walkout was started when 50 
tin mill workers struck in protest 
against working on Sunday. The 
strike spread rapidly to other de- 
partments until 11,000 Weirton work- 
ers had joined.. Another 2,000 men 
walked out of the companys branch 
jlants at Steubenville, Ohio, and 
Pcchubars, W. Va. 

It was indicated that company of- 
ficials and labor leaders are nego- 
tiating in an effort to effect a settle- 
ment. 

Henry Ford, who has been having 
diffieulties with the NRA code, is 
quietly putting his nation-wide indus- 
trial interests back on a five-day, 40- 
hour week, the United Press learned 
in Detroit. The manufacturer is seek- 
ing, it was said, to enable his em- 
ployes to make “a living wage.’ At 
the same time he is determined to 
abide by the automobile code.

“It certainly is a hard and fast rule 
with me that I will not consider the 
application of a fugitive for clemen- 
cy,” Governor Talmadge said. “Burns 
cannot hope for consideration as long 
as he remains a fugitive. The. appli- 
cations of. all prisoners who are in 
prison will be given every considera- 
tion but there will be no consideration 
shown those who .pply while at ‘lib- 
erty.” : :

PLANS FOR UNIVERSHTY 
PRAISED -BY SANFORD 


ATHENS, Ga., Sept. 28.—()— 
Federal approval of the board of re- 
gent’s request for $3,967,050 of. public 
works funds to be used for educa- 
tional work in Georgia would make 
the University of Georgia system one 
of the greatest in the south, Dr. S. V. 
Sanford, president of the university, 
said here in discussing the request. 

Already the university system is 
growing “by leaps and bounds” since 
its reorganization by the board of re- 
gents, Dr. Sanford said, and only the 
lack of sufficient buildings and facili- 
ties to care for larger enrollments 
prevent even greater expansion. 

The federal money would be used 
for self-liquidating projects, emergence 
repairs and improvements and: addi- 
tions to the university system, Dr. 
Sanford said. He also said that Geor- 
gia was the first state to seek federal 
money for educational purposes, other 
requests so far having been confined 
to waterworks, sewer systems, har- 
bors, etc, 

-But the university needs money 
quickly if plans already underway are 
to be consumated, according to Dr. 
Sanford. Great changes are contem- 
plated over the next two years, but 
new buildings and new equipment are 
necessary. 

A central heating system, a cold 
storage and canning plant, a new din- 
ing hall, dormitories, and numerous 
repairs are planned under a progran 
already drawn up~ with the aid of 
three state and one federal engineer. 
The three units of the system located 
here, Franklin College, the agriculture 
school and the co-ordinate college 
would be affected by the plans. Ap- 

roximately $1,000,000 of the almost 

4,000,000 requested would be applied 
locally. 

If the board of regents is successful 
in securing approval of the Georgia 
public works advisory hoard for the 
request a committee from the regents 
will go to Washington to ask Presi- 
dent Roosevelt to set aside legal en- 
tanglements in the state constitution 
which limits borrowing power of the 
state to 7 per cent of the taxable 
values.

“The county commissieners are 
anxious to do what the public wants 
and we will appreciate as full and 
complete a response to this question- 
naire as possible.” 

The projects listed, together with 
estimated cost of repayment annually, 
follow :

The national allowable oil output for 
the month beginning October 8 was 
eet tonight by Secretary Ickes at 
2,337,500 barrels, a reduction of 72,- 
200 barrels from last month's figures. 

The actual production by welle was 


reduced an additional 95,000 barrels 
because, Ickes announced, crude oil 
in five states could be withdrawn from 
storage in limited amounts. 

Herétofore, under the oil code, no 
withdrawals from storage had n 
allowed. 

The major reductions in daily allow- 
able production were made in Cali- 
fornia, Oklahoma and Texas quotas. 
California was cut from 480,000 bar- 
rels to 455,000; Oklahoma from 549,- 
000 to 495,000 and Texas from 975,- 
200 to 965,000. 

Katisas was increased from 111,000 
to 116,000 and Arkansas from 29,000 
to 33,000. 

The following withdrawals from 
storage were allowed under Ickes’ or- 
ders with a provision that the amount 
should be deducted from each state's 
total quota: 

Oklahoma, 25,000 barrels; Texas, 
40,000; California, 15,000; Kansas, 
10,000, and Louisiana, 5,000.

Negotiations. 

Negotiations for a settlement of the 
strike of 10,000 tool and die workers 
in Detroit, Flint and Pontiac plants 
Were progressing satisfactorily, it was 
said. The strike is sponsored by the 
Independent Mechanics’ Educational 
Society. Strikers are asking recogni- 
tion of the union and a minimum 
hourly wage of $1 and a 30-hour max- 
imum week. Present wages in the 
plants vary from 50 to 85 cents an 
hour. with a work week from 40 to 
60 hours. 

The strike started in Flint last 
week and spread to the Detroit and 
ontiac plants. 

Labor trouble developed today in 
the Ford Motor Company plant at 
Edgewater, N. J., when approximate- 
ly 500 men, all claiming to work at 
the Ford plant, voted to call a strike 
as a gesture of sympathy toward 
Ford company strikers in Chester, Pa. 

The vote was taken against the ad- 
vice of Hugh V. Reilly, of the Ameri- 
can Federation of Labor, who said 
he considered the men were acting 
too hastily. The men were p rmitting 
themselves, Reilly said, “to be stam- 
peded by fhese unorganized strikers 
from Pennsylvania.” 

Visit Edgewater. 

It was reported that a group of 
men Who are on strike at’ the Ford 
plant in Chester, Pa., had visited 
Kdgewater to enlist Ford workers in 
their cause. 

A federal mediator was attempting 
to settle the strike at Chester. 

In Philadelphia armed detectives 
patrolled the city, prepared for disor- 
ders on Philadelphia’s troubled labor 
front. All bread deliveries have been 
halted as the result of a strike of 
bakery wagon drivers. 

One man was injured in a dis- 
turbance at a leather factory, being 
picketed by several hundred strikers. 
The home of one strikebreaker was 
damaged when a gallon jug of strong 
chemical was thrown through a front 
window. 

Bread deliveries were being under- 
taken by several large companies, un- 
der police protection. It was reported 
that some of the strikers were armed 
and were prepared to use force in 
halting deliveries. 


NATIONAL LABOR BOARD 
SEEKS TO HALT STRIKES 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 28.—(UP) 
The national labor board intervened 
tonight in an attempt to reopen the 
Ford Motor Company plant at Ches- 
ter, Pa., closed when 3,000 workers 
went on strike. 

Senator Wagner, democrat, New 
York, chairman, said he would con- 
fer with Ford officials in Detroit, 
and expressed confidence that the 
strike would be settled and the fac- 
tory reopened. 

He said he decided to act after a 
mediator from the board reported that 
he had conferred with officials of the 
plant and found the situation hope- 
less because orders to close had come 
from Detroit. 

Ford has not signed the automobile 
code. He is, however, meeting its re- 
quirements. There is nothing in the 
recovery act making it mandatory 
that the employer keep his plant in 
operation. 

Wagner pointed out tonight that 
the labor board had the full author- 
ity of the recovery act behind it in 
whatever steps it takes to mediate 
labor troubles.

NATIONAL GUARD READY 
TO ASSEMBLE IN INDIANA 

PRINCETON, Ind., Sept. — 
(UP)—National guardsmen _ stood 
ready to assemble tonight if needed 
to prevent a. recurrence of the riot 
between union men and non-union 
employes of the Somerville and Fran- 
cisco coal mines at Oakland City. 

Major Ferdinand J. Huffman, com- 
mander of Company- A, 152nd infgn- 
try, Evansville, was instructed by Gov- 
ernor Paul V. McNutt to be prepared 
to mobilize at a moment’s notice. 

Shots were fired, windows broken 
and several persons beaten last night 
when 500 union men milled through 
the streets of Oakland City, ordering 
all non-union employes of the. two 
mines to “pack up and get out of 
town.” 

100,000 MEN ARE IDLE 
IN TRI-STATE REGION 

PITTSBURGH, Sept. 28.—(?)— 
The drive for industrial recovery 
slackened steadily in the tri-state area 
tonight as spreading labor unrest 
forced nearly 100,000 men into idle- 
ness. 

Coal and steel, fountainheads of 
the district’s wealth, sagged to new 
lows in the NRA era with additional 
thousands of workers laying down 
their tools in another phase of the age- 
old battle between capital and labor. 

Upward of 75,000 miners have quit 
work in the rich coal fields of west- 
ern Pennsylvania in sympathy with 
union workers’ efforts to force the 
H. C. Frick Coke Company to sign 
the coal code and recognize’ the 
union. 

Even as the “holiday” movement 
spread north, west and east from 
Fayette eountv. the Frick stronghold, 
two minor cases of violence were re- 
ported and union leaders announced 
plans for a gigantic meeting near 
Centerville, in Washington county, 
on Saturday to lay plans designed to 
paralyze the district's entire produc- 


ion. 

In the neighboring states of West 
Virginia and Ohio, more than 13,000 
employes of the Weirton Steel Com- 
any, a subsidiary of the National 
Kteel Corporation, quit, claiming that 
the company refused to deal with 
the Amalgamated Association of Iron, 
Steel and Tin Workers. Their lead- 
ers also claim the company violated 
the NRA code by attempting to force 
its men to work more than 40 hours 


a week. 

Weirton steel plants at Weirton 
and Clarksburg, W. Va., and Steu- 
benville, Ohio, are being picketed. 
There has been no disorder. 

Labor unrest was reported in-sev- 
eral steel mill towns along the Ohio 
river. The Wheeling Steel Corpora- 
tion and United States Steel Cor- 
poration plants in the area employ 
about 16,000 men. 

The mining “holiday” in Pennsyl- 
vania spread northward into Mercer 
eounty today, pickets from Fayette 
county persuading 600 employes of 
the Sharon Coal and Limestone Com- 
pany, a Carnegie steel subsidiary, to 
quit. 

In Fayette county, two employes of 
the Shamrock Coal Company were 
beaten by pickets who were angered 
because the water supply in their 
homes was shut off. The home of a 
former deputy sheriff in the employ 
of the Frick company was dynamited 
but none was injured. 


MOVE TO TIE UP PLANTS 
THROUGHOUT EAST GAINS 

EDGEWATER. N. J., Sept. 28.— 
(P)—A move designed by its leaders to 
tie up all the Ford plants in the east 
gained impetus today when a walk- 
out began at the Ford company’s 
Edgewater assembly plant. 

A five-day week, a seven-hour day 
and a daily minimum of $5 are among 
the demands put forth by the strik- 
ers who met and voted to walk out 
this afternoon. 

Their number is estimated by Fin- 
ley MacDonald, secretary 0 the 
Edgewater local of United Automo- 
bile Workers’ Union, at 600. Ford of- 
ficials still maintain that not more 
than 100 of the plant’s 2,200 workers 
are on strike. 

American Federation of Labor sup- 
port to the strike was pledged by 
Hugh V. Reilly, secretary of the state 
Federation of Labor, who presided at 
the meeting today. 

A delegation of about 1,200 Ford 
strikers Sons Chester, Pa., was in 
Edgewater throughout the day, but 
no trouble ensued. The Ford plant at 
Chester is closed but pickets also are 
on duty there. : 

James Dunphy, of Philadelphia, who 
led the throng which came here in 
automobiles from Chester, said it was 
the intention of his followers to “tie 
up every Ford plant on the eastern 
seaboard.”

Licensing Provision Being 
Scrutinized by Federal 
Officials. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 28.—(4)— 
Chester Davis, chief of production of 
the farm administration, said today 
signing of the flue-cured tobacco mar- 
keting agreement was being held up 
by government scrutiny of a provision 
covering the administration’s pro- 
posed agreement not to invoke its li- 
censing power at this time on domestic 
manufacturers who signed the con- 
tract. ’ : 

Davis said the government wants to 
retain the right to license domestic 
buyers on their flue-cured operations 
only later on if it is necessary to lJi- 
cense companies that do not sign the 
contract. 

He emphasized this was intended 
as a precautionary measure to pro- 
tect the. grower and assure the gov- 
ernment of its ability to enforce the 
contract if this should become neces- 
s 


ary. 

Under the proposed agreement, the 
domestic buyers would purchase be- 
tween now and March 31 at least as 
much tobacco as they used during the 
last year at an average of not less 
than 17 cents a pound. 

Davis said the proposed agreement 
is different from others in that it 
would not exempt signatory companies 
from the anti-trust laws. 

The administration hoped to work 
the licensing section so that it will 
have the right, at any time, to ex- 
amine company records pertaining 
only to flue-cured purchases without 
examinations of the company’s entire 
management. 

Farm administration officials had 
several conferences scheduled today on 
the proposed licensing section. When 
they have completed their draft of it, 
the legal division will examine the 
entire contract before it is submitted 
to Secretary Wallace for his signa- 
ture.

make out-and-out grants to those states 
which cannot share in the bill under 
regular conditions, Mr. Ickes said that 
this could not be done because of 
other Georgia constitutional features 
which are in direct contradiction with 
the recovery act. 

The administrator made it plain 
that if the president was to make out- 
right grants to Georgia or the other 
states whose constitutions prohibit the 
borrowing of funds it would be a dis- 
crimination against those states which 
are forced to put up collateral for 
their grants and loans. The other 
states must repay the loans they ob- 
tain, while under the direct grant plan 
the state of Georgia or the counties 
and municipalities making the loans 
would not be liable. 

Russell Amendment Provisions. 

The Russell amendment rovides 
that the president, under such terms 
as he may prescribe, may extend ben- 
efits of the law to any state, county 
or municipality, notwithstanding any 
constitutional or legal restriction or 
limitation on the right or powers of 
such state, county or municipality to 
borrow money. 

Counsel for the public works board, 
the southerners said, was in error in 
ruling that the president had power 
merely to loan money on good secur- 
ity. The delegation filed a memo-

Raymond A. Kline 
Price Ficing in Retail Cade 
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At the recent hearings in Washing- 
ton before the national recovery ad-. 
ministrator, arguments were advanced 


for and against certain provisions of 
the Bag: een code of fair practice for 
retail stores. One of these provisions 
proposes to establish a minimum price 
at which merchandise may be sold, 
and the other one proposes to regu- 
late what kind of statements may be 
made in advertising. ‘These are the 
two controversial points—the fixing 
of price, and the regulating of ad- 
vertising. Commenting on these two 
points, which are of interest to the 
public as well as to retailers, Ray- 
mond A. Kline, vice president of the 
Davison-Paxon Company, 
following statement: 

‘Since the purchasing public is go- 
ing to suffer if certain changes pro- 
posed by a group of merchants 
throughout the country are adopted 
as part of the retail code, the con- 
sumer should be informed about these 
disputed points. 

“‘We heartily indorse the president’s 
re-employment agreement, which regu- 
lates hours and wages, so that the 
number of employed shall increase, 
and the total amount of salaries shall 
increase. We are opposed to ‘any 
agreement between retailers which 
loses sight of the interest the con- 
sumer has in keeping prices as low as 
possible. 

“The change which some merchants 
are trying to insert in the retail code, 
and to which we object, is one which 
would prevent retail stores from sell- 
ing merchandise at less than ‘invoice 
cost plus 10 per cent.’ If retail stores 
are permitted to adopt this principle, 
a precedent has been established after 
which it is quite conceivable that re- 
tailers might later agree that this 
should be ‘invoice cost plus 15 per 
cent or plus per cent.’ 

“Such a revolutionary principle ap- 
plied to retailing that forbids a store 
to sell its merchandise at the lowest 
price for which it can afford to sell 
it, would rob the purchaser of. the 
benefit of the competitive efforts to 
secure trade that now exist between 


stores. 
Efficiency Involved. ‘ 

“Tt is iniconceivable to believe that 
a store that is operated at a lower 
cost, because of efficient management, 
shall be prevented from selling its 
merchandise at a lowér price than a 
store that has a higher cost of op- 
eration, because it is not so well man- 
aged, ~° 
“If this section is adopted as part 
of the retail code, it will put all 
stores on the -basis of the least ef- 
ficiently conducted one, and prevent 
the purchasing public from reaping 
the benefits that have come to them 
in low prices as the result of sound, 
economical conduct of a business. 

“Since all retail stores are operate 
ing on the same hours, and with the 
same minimum salaries, all stores 
have been put on the same competitive 
basis. The only result that can come 
from any minimum price-fixing regu- 
lation will be that the average family, 
with not more to spend for the neces- 
sities of life than is absolutely neces- 
sary, will be prevented from taking 
advantage of low prices which have 
been offered in the past on needed 
things by the various stores in their 
efforts to attract trade. 

“What the public should be interest- 
ed in is that stores must find more 
efficient gnd less expensive ways of 
distributing merchandise, so that the 
average family income will buy more 
and not less than it does at the pres- 
ent time. 

“The merchant evho can keep his 
overhead cost down, and sell desirable 
merchandise for less than, his competi- 
tors, ought to have a medal, if we 
consider the average family’s difficul- 
ties in supplying themselves with their 
every-day needs, If any discrimination 
is to be chosen, it should be shown in 
favor of that merchant, and not in fa- 
vor of those who must or wish to 
charge more by means of a price-fixing 
provision, which has been condemned 
for years, as being contrary to the 
best interests of the consumer. 

Advertising Policy. 

“It is proposed to deny to any re- 
tail store the right to place advertis- 
ing before the consuming public pre- 


senting justifiable claims of gt ona 


to the consumer based on the differ- 


made. the) ¢ 


pence in methods of operations of vari- 
ous stores, and the economies effected 
thereby. 

“This denies to the consuming pub- 
lie the privilege of being properly in- 
formed concerning such economies, 
and takes away right of the in- 
dividual purchaser to judge these 
claims on their merits. 

“In other words, for the first time 
in the history of this democratic eoun- 
try, the consuming public is to have 
nothing to say about how much it 
must pay for its merchandise, because 
no store may inform the purchasing 
public through advertising, (even 
though the statement be perfectly 
truthful), that it will sell merchandise 
or less than a certain fixed minimum 
price, or for less than competitive 
stores are selling the same things. 

“To this principle we are definitely 
opposed. We promptly signed the. 
president’s blanket code effective An- 
gust 1, 1933. We are doing every- 
thing we can as a retail distributor 
to reduce unemployment, and thus in- 
crease purchasing power. We cannot 
approve of any code of retail distribu- 
tion which gives the right to retailers 
by agreement to fix uniform minimum 
prices without any regard for the in- 
terest of the consuming public from 
whom we must draw patronage. We 
think the greatest obligation that a 
retail distributor has is to bring te 
its customers desirable merchandise at 
the lowest price at which that store 
can afford to sell it, after effecting 
every economy of operation that can 
be properly effected. 

“Price-fixing agreements among re- 
tailers or between manufacturers and 
retailers have heretofore been held il- 
legal for the protection of the ultimate 
consumer. 

Costs Vary. 

“The cost of operating the various 
stores (according to the Harvard bu- 
reau of business research) varies so 
much between stores doing about 
the same volume of business, some of 
them cost almost twice as much to 
operate as others. This should be re- 
flected in lower prices from the stores 
that ean operate at a low cost. Other- 
wise, the public will pay more than 
necessary for the things it buys. 

“A retail store is really selling 
only service in the distribution of 
merchandise, and has no right. to 
charge more for its ‘services than 
is absolutely necessary, and since the 
merchant must charge enough to 
make ong so he can stay in busi- 
ness, that in itself will regulate how 
cheaply his merchandise: can be sold, 
without any price-fixing agreements 
to the disadvantage of the average 
family pocketbook. 

“The retail store should consider it- 
self the agent of the consumer, and 
it cannot do so if it ever departs from 
the- principle that as the ccnsumer’s 
agent his first responsibility is to 
distribute merehandise as cheaply as 
possible. This proposed price-fixing 
agreement denies him the right to act 
as the consumer’s agent, and serve his 
customer’s interest, but is in effect 
a combination against the consumer. 

“In advertising, comparison is fre- 

quently the only fair measure of the 
merit of the article offered, and the 
oly effective method that can truth- }, 
fully bring before the customer the 
facts concerning merchandise and 
prices. If a merchant sells an article 
of a superior quality at the same 
price his competitors sell an inferior 
one, or one of equal quality at a low- 
er price, we believe that he should 
be permitted to advertise that fact, 
even though the comparison may 
make reference to the goods and 
prices of the competitor. These pro- 
posed restrictions on  acvertising 
would do nothing but stifle competi- 
tion, which is bound to lead to high- 
er prices than necessary, and thére- 
fore should not*be permitted. 
“We believe this whole question 
is of such vital interest to the pub- 
lie in Atlanta and throughout the 
south that these facts should be pre- 
sented for their information. 

“We believe that Blue Eagle stores 
should be patronized, because they 
are doing their part-in the re-employ- 
ment program, but we do not believe 
that the use of the Blue Eagle should 
give retailers the right to adopt prin- 
ciples of operation that are opposed 
to the best interests of those who 
patriotically patronize the stores

_ The body will be taken late tomor- 
‘row to Macomaeaes Miss., near where 
he was born at Glenwood plantation, 
and the funeral will be held in that 
city. No services will be held here. 
tthe family said. Heart trouble caused 
his death. 

Mr. Collier had been in declining 
health since his collapse in January, 
1932, in his office here from strain 
of over work. At that time the ways 
and means committee had been en- 
gaged constantly on legislation. 

Leads Fight. 

He had led the fight in the house 
for President Hoover's moratorium 
and the democratic tariff bill, follow- 
ing which he had conducted hearings 
in preparation for drafting new tax 
legislation. 

After serving 12 terms in the house, 
he declined to run again last Novem- 
ber because of a controversy in Mis- 
sissippi over whether candidates 
should run at large or by districts. 

After last year’s democratic vic- 
tory, Collier was promoted to chair- 
manship of the ways and means com- 
mittee, but following his collapse, the 
then Representative Crisp, democrat, 
Georgia, took over leadership duties. 

Last March Collier took the place 
of Crisp on the tariff commission, 
from which the Georgian resigned aft- 
er serving only a few months. 

Mr. Collier is survived by his 
widow, the former Emma H. Klein, 
and two daughters, Mrs. Allen T. 
Akin and Miss Laura D. Collier. 

A graduate of the University of 
Mississippi, Mr. Collier served in the 
Mississippi house of representatives 
from 1896 to 1900, and in 1899 was 
elected circuit clerk of Warren 
county.

‘subleased by the N., C. & St. L. 
railroad, the lessee of the state 
road, to the Dixie Terminals Cor- 


‘poration, and the proposed struc- | 


ture will revert to the state at the 
expiration, 41 years from now, of 
‘the state road lease. Thus tke state 
‘will literally be “getting something 
‘for nothing” in the shape of a mag- 
-nificent improvement which will not 
‘cost it a dollar. 

a addition, it is estimated that 
‘this improvement on the terminal 
‘property of the state-owned rail- 
road will result in a 20 per cent 
‘increase in the value of the railroad, 
_ It is inconceivable that there 
should be any objection to a proj- 
‘ect from which the state stands to 
‘gain so much and to lose nothing. 

As Mr. Neely points out, the con- 
struction of this building will not 
only mean much to Atlanta and Ful- 
ton county, but will be of direct 
benefit to the agricultural industry 
-in every part of the state. 

The erection of such a structure 
would give employment to hun- 
dreds of men over a period of con- 
‘siderably more than a year, would 
bring relief to the lagging building 
trades industry, and would add ma- 
terially to the advantages of the 
.city as the business center of 
‘Georgia. 

A warehouse of this 
would add several months to the 
selling season of Georgia's various 
fruit and vegetable crops, and would 
tend to increase the raising of per- 
ishable farm products, always high- 
ly profitable when they can be sold 
‘out of season. 

An outstanding example of the 
Yhenefit to agriculture from such 
cold storage plants is shown in the 
‘results secured by the warehouse 
erected in Dallas two years ago by 
the same company. It has made 
the Texas onion crop, formerly one 
of the minor agriculture products 
cof the state, its major 
crops, and has brought prosperity 
to the farmers in a wide tier of 
‘counties in the northern section of 
the state. It has also rendered val- 
mable service to the farmers and 
fruit growers all over Texas. 

Such a warehouse will fill a long- 
felt need in Georgia and the busi- 
‘ness interests of the state should 
‘render every possible aid to the 
Dixie Terminals Company in its ef- 
fort to secure the money with 
which to start construction at once.

CHASE GN HOME LOANS. 

* The addresses in Atlanta tonight 
and tomorrow morning by Frank 
Chase, director of field service for 
the federal home loan bank board, 
should perform a valuable service 
in again calling the attention of the 
people of Georgia to the unenvi- 
able position occupied by this state 
in the matter of home ownership. 

Not only is Georgia in last posi- 
tion of all the states in the number 
of homes owned in comparison to 
population, but this is also true of 
the prosperous and progressive city 
of Atlanta. 

Mr. Chase comes to Atlanta as 
the representative of a federal re- 
lief organization created for the dual 
purpose of relieving distressed 
home owners and encouraging the 
building of new homes. The bank 
stands in practically the same rela- 
tion to the building and loan asso- 
ciations of the country as does the 
federal reserve bank to the com- 
mercial banks. 

From it the building associations 
can secure, by putting up proper 
collateral, new money for their 
treasuries to enable them to re- 
finance loans already made, and to 
make new loans to families desirous 
of building homes. 

As an extension of this federal 
service to encourage home build- 
ing, one of the provisions of the 
Home Owners’ Loan Corporation 
authorizes that organization’ to 
match dollar for dollar in locally 
subscribed money for the formation 
of building and loan associations in 
communities in which none now 
exist. 

When these new associations be- 
gin to function they can secure 
additional money by discounting 
with the home loan bank the mort- 
gages they hold on homes which 
they have financed. 

Under this dual federal aid only 
a comparatively small per cent of 
the money required for the con- 
duct of building and loan associa- 
tions is required to be local capi- 
tal. Despite this fact, however, 
Georgia investors have, as a rule, 
refrained from putting their money 
to work in this manner. 

The liberal returns from such in- 
vestments, and their proven safety, 
make this hesitance on the part of 
Georgia investors all the more dif- 
ficult to understand. The average 
dividends paid by these associa- 
tions run from 6 to 8 per cent 
annually, and during the past three 
depressions from which the country 
has suffered less than 1 per cent 
of the money invested in their 
stock has been lost because of fail- 
ures. 

Not only will Georgia money be 
safer and bring in larger returns 
when invested in building and loan 
associations than in any other type 
of corporation, but it will be at 
work for the upbuilding of the 
state in increasing the stability of 
economic conditions through the 
increase of home ownership. 
Georgia’s present rank among 
the states as to home ownership 
is a discredit to the state, and the 
visit of Mr. Chase should attract to 
the investors of the state the op- 
portunity they have overlooked for 
safe investment and for the upbuild- 
ing of their community.

A PROGRESSIVE MOVE. 


The suggestion of the city plan- 
ning commission that federal aid be 
sought for the reconstruction and 
rehabilitation of run-down areas in 
the heart of the city is a progres- 
sive move in keeping with the ex- 
ample set by other cities through- 
out the country. 

As a Self-liquidating project, the 
property itself being security for 
the loans sought, the application 
for government aid will not meet 
with the handicaps faced by other 
state and municipal projects in the 
existing constitutional limitation 
against borrowing. 

No city in the country of At- 
lanta’s size has more of these un- 
sightly and dangerous groups of 
Structures, many of them being lo- 
cated near busy arteries of traffic 
in the heart of business districts. 

Some are in such ramshackle 
condition that they are standing va- 
cant, while others, although occu- 
pied, bring little revenue to their 
owners because of their age and un- 
safe condition. 

These structures are a constant 
threat to the city because of their 
unsanitary condition and because 
they are fire traps from which a 
disastrous conflagration may start 
at any. time. 


The recovery administration has 
approved such civic projects and 
plans are now being materialized 
for extensive slum eradication pro- 
grams in New York, Detroit, Cleve- 
land and other cities.

Herriot in 
Moscow. 

M. Herriot’s tour through Russia is 
a tour of triumph. Masses of people 
turn out to cheer him and he in turn 
is: giving out statements right and 
left telling the world how much he 
is impressed with the achievements 
of the soviets. Herriot can speak with 
a certain degree of authority, for this 
is not his first visit to Russia since 
the revolution. He saw the country 
when it was a huge chaotic confusion, 
right after the great Volga famine 
and the civil wars. Herriot says that 
the standard of life has gone up con- 


pleases the bolshevik authorities tre- 
mendously, But Herriot carefully 
adds this qualification: “There is no 
standard of comparison between the 
status of the Russian people and that 
of other western peoples.” 

He means to; say that although 
the standard of living has gone up, it 
has not yet reached the standard of 
life in other countries. This, the so- 
viet people will deny. They con- 
sider that the workers in Germany 
are in a desperate plight. They point 
to mass unemployment in America 
and Britain and say: That is one 
thing we haven’t got. And it is true. 
But they don’t say that millions of 
peasants have been shoved into lum- 
ber camps, exiled to Siberia, the 
Urals and to other places, that a tre- 
mendous number of people are wan- 
dering up and down the land and that 
there are spots with famine so bad 
that hundreds vf thousands have died 
of hunger within recent months. 


These things M. Herrit does not 
see, or if he catches a glimpse of 
them, he prudently doesn’t say a word 
about them. And let it not be said 
that the famine is due to supernatural 
causes and that the authorities are 
therefore blameless. The famine is in 
the main due to the ruthless enforce- 
ment of collectization of agriculture.

670 French Convicts 
To Go to Prison Exile 


ST. MARTIN DE RE, France, 
Sept. 28.—(#)—A shipload of 670 ban- 
ished convicts will bid farewell to 
their homeland tomorrow as_ the 
steamer La Martiniere sails for the 
far-away prison colony of French 
Guiana. 

One of the group, the first to be 
sent to the South American colony 
in two years, is Guy Davin, 26-year- 
old son of‘a good family, sentenced to 
spend the rest of his life in prison 
exile 4,000 miles from home for the 
slaying of an American, Richard Wall. 

It will be a long time before any 
of the prisoners see French shores 
again. Each must serve not only his 
prison term at hard labor, but an 
equal number of years at least in 
semi-free exile, during which he is re- 
leased from prison restrictions but 
may not leave the colony. 

For a month the condemned have 
been arriving at the concentration 
camp here on the island of Re, off La 
Rochelle. They were brought from 
nearly a dozen prisons scattered over 
France in 25 black trucks fitted with 
cells. The trucks supplanted for the 
first time, for reasons of economy, the 
old cellular, horse-drawn wagons, sim- 
ilar to the barred animal wagons of 
the circus.

The North American countries al- 
ready had been promised by the other 
exporters that any boost in the world 
total, now set at 560,000,000 bushels, 
which might be provided would not 
imperil the price-lifting program in- 
cluded in the agreement reached at 
the world economic conference ses- 
sions, 

‘Canada and America met Russia’s 
demand that she must -have at least 
75,000,000. bushels of the export quota 
—double her allotment—by offering 
her 8,000,000 more in the event such 
an increase was found feasible, 

Argentina and Australian delegates 
did not attend the session, tle ex- 
planation being that, since any con- 
cessions which would be made would 
involve only the United States and 
Canada, it was believed those two na- 
tions only were concerned. 

The Russian refusal was gexerally 
anticipated, since it was recognized 
the hypothetical offer of an increase 
of 8,000,000 bushels came nowhere 
near meeting the Russian demands. 
Acceptance of the offer would have 
placed the Russian allotment near 
vs American figure, 47,000,000 bush- 
els. 

The governments were expected to 
take a more direct hand in any fur- 
ther move to break the deadlock. It 
was learned authoritatively that rep- 
resentatives of soviet trade organiza- 
tions in the United States may carry 
on the negotiations, probably at. Wash- 
ington.

The Georgia public service commis- 
sion Thursday anounced that two 
days of its exhaustive investigation 
into rates and charges of the Southern 
Bell Telephone Company would be set 
aside to hear whatever testimony or 
information Georgia cities wish to 
offer. 

The company serves 115 towns and 
cities in the state and Chairman Jud 
P. Wilhoit said that the days of Oc- 
tober 5 and 6 would be kept open “‘so 
that various communities may present 
whatever testimony or information 
pertinent to the inquiry, or examine 
witnesses on any question relevant to 
our investigation.” 

The commission announced that a 
group of cities, including Valdosta, 
Thomasville, Rome, Greenville, Fort 
Valley, Savannah, Macon, Carroliton, 
Concord, Newnan, Brunswick and Al- 
bany had asked to be advised if and 
when the commission wished to hear 
from the municipalities. Macon and 
Savannah have been represented dur- 
ing much of the hearing. Any munic- 
ipality in the state served by the 
Southern Bell will be given opportuni- 
ty to present any testimony or infor- 
mation pertinent to the inquiry on the 
two days indicated. 

Attack Continued. 


Thursday the commission continued 
its attack on the 50 cents monthly 
extra charge made by the company for 
use of hand set, or French type tele- 
phones. 

Elijah Maynard, city attorney of 
Macon, advised the commission that 
while the telephone company main- 
tained that one phase of its cost of 
providing service was the number of 
subscribers to be served, it had made 
no reduction in its rates when the 
number of customers decreased. 

Maynard, questioning Robert M. 
Goodman, commercial engineer for the 
company, said he could not understand 
why “there should be so much differ- 
ence in rates between Atlanta and 
Macon.” Goodman had testified that 
the Atlanta rate for a straight line 
business phone was $10, and the Ma- 
com rate 36.25 monthly. 

The company contends that in large 
cities, where there are a great many 
telephone subscribers, extra equip- 
ment must be supplied to meet the 
peak demand, and also that the great- 
er the number of subscribers, the 
greater service a subscriber in any 
one city gets out of his telephone. 

Maynard asked if there was “that 
much difference” in the cost of pro- 
viding service in Atlanta and Macon, 
and Goodman said he was not in po- 
sition to testify regarding costs of 
operation. 

Thomas Barton Baird, Georgia man- 
ager for the company, testified that 
the Southern Bell regards hand sets 
as luxuries for which customers are 
willing to pay an extra charge. 

Assistant Attorney-General John 
Goree asked if they had not, because 
of their convenience, just about 
reached the point of being necessities, 
but Baird said they had not, in his 
opinion. 

Comparative Costs Discussed. 


W. E. Duncan, assistant chief ac- 
countant of the Southern Bell, was re- 
called to discuss comparative costs as 
between desk and hand, or French type 
phones. He said the cost of desk sets, 
ineluding the bell box and dial, jis 


$11.69, while the hand set type costs 
$15.93, or an excess of $4.57, when 
interest @nd other fixed charges on 
the additional investment are figured. 

Goodman testified that an extra 
charge was made for extra-long tele- 
phone cords. He said the extra length 
cords were discouraged by the com- 
pany because they resulted in addi- 
tional breakage of telephones, due to 
telephone users tripping over the extra 
length wires. 

hairman Wilhoit, at the conclusion 

of testimony regarding. the extra 
charge for hand sets—the type in 
which the receiver and the mouthpiece 
are combined in one instrument—that 
extra charges of the company for va- 
rious other special equipment would 
be investigated. This will include such 
extra charges as those made for mov- 
ing and installing telephones, private 
branch exchange extensions, and addi- 
tional charges for telephones out of 
the base rate areas in certain cities. 

The commission’s announcement 
that municipalities will be heard on 
October 5 and 6 indicated that it did 
not expect an early conclusion of the 
investigation.

A ‘elosed stance where the right foot 
is closer than the left to the line of 
play practically forces the player to 
use too much right hand in his swing.
